Pres. Oaks’ years... 


Editor’s note: President 
Dallin Oaks is well into his 
fifth year at BYU. With the 
beginning of 1976, Monday 
Magazine sent Editor Tamera 
Smith to the president’s 
office before he left for 
Europe to find out -how he 
feels about his achievements 
in the last four years. Here is 
her report: 


Monday Magazine: What do 
you feel has been your 
greatest or most rewarding 


achievement here in your 
four-year tenure? 

President Oaks: Without 
listing them in order of 
importance, I think among 
the most important things 


that have happened have been 
increased scholarship in the 
faculty, increased seriousness 
in the effort of our students, 
and at least status quo in our 
We lat1 Oss With the 
government. What I refer to 
there are concerns that we 
maintain our position as an 
independent institution. 
Through very strenuous 
efforts on our part, we have 
been able, up to this point at 
least, to preserve our position 


Wert het ners ted eral 
Government. There are a 
mim ber. Of events of 


significance ‘in a physical way: 
the approval and near 
completion of the huge 
addition to the campus 
library, the founding of the J. 
Reuben Clark Law School, 
and the completion of its 
building. Another very 
significant but less visible 
accomplishment of the last 
four years has been the 
decentralization of authority 
in the university from this 
office to the offices of the 
academic deans and’ the 
department chairmen. The 
power I refer to here includes 
Mm. O*Sst- mn On aby the 
participation by the deans 
and department chairman in 
personnel decisions involving 
the faculty and greater 
latitude in financial decisions 
so that the deans and the 
department chairmen have 
authority to match their 
responsibility. 

Monday Magazine: What has 
been the most disappointing 
thing that has happened in 
the last four years? 

President Oaks: I guess most 
of my disappointments relate 


to individual failures to use 
our talents and resources in 
the most effective possible 
way. That can range all the 
way from the student that 
fritters away his or her time 
to the intelligent young man 
or woman who simply fails to 
exert the effort necessary to 
do his or her very best, to 
instances where students fail 
to keep their commitments, to 
instances of faculty members 
who have failed to fulfill their 
responsibilities, to my own 
feelings that occasionally I 
sometimes fail to do the very 
best. that I can. The feelings 
of failure and disappointment 
that I have mostly relate to 
just falling short of what 
we-—students, faculty and 
administrators—are capable of 
being and doing. | have to 
add to that, that I feel that 
across the length and breadth 
of the university, we have 
quickened our step and 
enlarged our aspirations, and 
while I think we can yet do 
better, I feel generally very 
pleased with the efforts and 
accomplishments of the last 
four years. 

Monday Magazine: What was 
your reaction to the recent 
study made by the American 
Bar Association which placed 
BYU’s law school in the top 
19 of those surveyed—above 
Georgetown, Hastings, and 
New York—as far as facilities? 
President Oaks: I think it was 
surprising and pleasing, but 
we ought not to place too 
much reliance on it. A law 
school is more than facilities. 
What that survey says is that 
we rank very high in some of 
the resources necessary to 
have a first rate law school. 
The proof of the pudding in 
that instance is going to be 
what we do with those 
physical resources and what 
we do with the personal 
resources which are ever so 
much more important than 
physicals. resources. J he 
personal resources | refer to 
are the talents and efforts of 
faculty and students. In the 
long run they will count for 
more than the buildings and 
the library, as important as 
those are. 

Monday Magazine: What kind 
of response have you received 
from alumni and other 
colleges in reaction to our 
position on Title IX?

Something for nothing 


This “something for 
nothing” attitude is doing 
great battle with the Welfare 
program’s goal of fostering 
economic self-sufficiency 
among the Church members 
as a whole. According to 
Elder H. Burke. Peterson, 
First “Counselor -to- the 
Presiding Bishop, only 25 per 
cént of those families 
receiving assistance are 
working for what they 
receive. A survey was taken 
recently at the welfare 
cannery operated by four of 
the Provo stakes to see if this 
was the case locally. The 
people who came to can pears 
that day were asked_ three 
questions: Are you receiving 
Church welfare? Have you 
ever been the recipient of 
Church welfare? Would you 
accept such help if it were 
needed? From the 205 people 
who responded, only three 
were current welfare 
recipients. Thirty nine 
reported they had at one time 
received welfare help. One 
explanation was written in, 
“Very little, about 25 years 
ago.” Five people said they 
would not accept welfare 
help even if needed. Two 
hundred circled the “yes” 
answer to that question; but 
several people wrote 
explanations to their answers. 
They said, ‘“‘As a last resort,” 
“It would be tough,” “Only 
if I were very needy indeed,” 
and one woman signed her 
name to her explanation. Mrs. 
Vernessa F. Grange said, 
“Maybe, I hope I never need

Provo cannery 


This cannery does about 
ten per cent of all the canning 
for the Church. It is 17 years 
old and is operated by the

Utah East Stake, the Provo, 
Utah Central Stake, and the 
Provo, Utah West Stake. A 
retired Air Force man, James 
Cz_O'S'Se sist ther Canine Ly, 
manager, and he has two 
full-time employees. All of 
the rest of the work is done 
by donated labor. The season 
lasts from bean canning time 
in August through the peach, 
pear, and apple harvest. 
Sometimes they are. still 
canning. apple juice in the 
spring. It is located on five 
acres of prime industrial land 
at 6th East and 6th South, 
and has been furnished with 
all of the equipment one 
would expect to find in an 
efficient commercial cannery. 
The whole facility is regularly 
inspected by the Federal 
government in accordance 
with the Occupation, Safety, 
and Health Act. 


Rules enforced 


“These inspectors have put 
many establishments out of 
business,’ said Cross. When 
they noted many of the 
women workers did not have 
their hair covered, the 
inspectors gave a warning that 
this situation must be 
corrected or the activity 
would no longer be allowed. 
The instruction to cover one’s 
head has been regularly given 
and regularly ignored, so now 
someone is stationed at the 
door at every shift change to 
enforce the rule. There are 
paper caps and paper-towel 
bonnets for any who come 
uncovered. 

The safety measures have 
been effective. Few accidents 
have <taken. place. -at- the 
cannery, with the worst one 
happening to manager Cross. 
He lost part of a finger in the 
bean cutter. One old man 
thought that he had been 
terribly injured; his pride had 
been severely hurt. He was 
standing at the far end of the 
50 persons peeling table and 
kept yelling for the man at 
the head of the table to pass a

They have a two-years’ 
supply .of cans, lids, sugar, 
pectin, etc. It’s difficult for 
them to keep a big supply of 
paring knives, peelers, and 
corers, however. This season 
there have been 12,000 of 
these instruments lost in the 
garbage disposer.

Though the BYU stakes 
have no regular responsibility 
for the jcanneny,< their 
members do help out. One of

“It’s better for the 
cannery when we have 
students participate, and it’s 
good for the students, too,” 
he said.

Students and Welfare...

In a testimony meeting last 
year in an LDS Ward adjacent 
to the BYU campus, a young 
father stood and attempted 
to express his love and 
appreciation for his wife. In 
the process, he inadvertently 
revealed the poor economic 
condition of his family. The 
student and his expectant 
wife had been going hungry 
in order to save their last 
carton of milk and loaf of 
bread for their other year-old 
baby. 

An hour later in’ a Ward 
Welfare Committée meeting, 
the student’s situation was 
disc ussed=  ihose- 1m 
attendance were shocked that 
anyone in their ward could go 
hungry. Elders Quorum 
President Kenneth Patterson, 
however, was not surprised. 
The LDS seminary teacher 
remembered when he was a 
BYU student with a young 
family. Enforced fasting at 
BYU, he said, is common 
among young marrieds. They 
help each other with limited 
resources, he added, but they 
don’t ask for welfare 
assistance. 


This attitude toward 
welfare is typical among the 
5,000 married students at 
BYU. Independence, it seems, 


‘is more valuable to most of 


them than full stomachs.

Administration, thinks it is 
more popular for students to 
go to *Uncle Sam” for aid 
than <to (their branch 
presidents. The department’s 
statistics are not concerned 
with determining which of its 
patrons are BYU students, 
but Richins made his own 
personal survey a year ago 
and: learned that in 
September, 1974, one of the 
busiest months, there were 65 
applications for food stamps 
from BYU students. He 
couldnt give “present 
statistics, but noted the 
number of people receiving 
food stamps has doubled in 
the last year. Richins said he 
presumed this increase would 
also apply to the BYU 
young-marrieds receiving aid. 

Often it is difficult for 
Mormons to understand why 
anyone, like the young man 
in the testimony meeting, 
would choose to go hungry 
when abundant welfare help 
is readily available. The basic 
premise of the welfare plan, 
however, seems to give the 
answer. William J. Chandler, 
former director of the 
bishops’ storehouse in 
Pocatello, Idaho, tells the 
story of how a Relief Society 
president learned the hard 
way about the Church 
Welfare plan. This young 
woman was anxious to be an 
“angel of mercy,” and she 
was asked by her bishop to go 
to a member’s home and fill 
out an order for food. The 
husband was out of work and 
the cupboard shelves were 
bare. 

The visit was made and the 
order was nearly completed 
when the husband came in 
the front door. In anger he 
told the Relief Society 
president he didn’t want 
welfare supplies and invited 
her to leave. His wife, not 


said to her, “My dear, when 
you have robbed a man of his 
independence, you have left 
him very poor, indeed.” 


Welfare program from 1936 


The LDS Church Welfare 
Program was initiated in 1936 
at a time when the depression 
was causing many people to 
give up their independence 
and live on government 
hand-outs. Church leaders put 
long and intensive study into 
the problem of finding a way 
to give needed help without 
degrading the receiver. 
President Heber J. Grant and 
his counselors worked out the 
details of a ‘“‘welfare plan” 
and went individually to the 
Lord to ask if the plan met 


His approval. Each of the- 


three men reported receiving 
a spiritual affirmation that 
the plan was accepted of the 
Lord. Its purpose, said 
President Grant, “‘was to set 
up in so far as possible, a 
system under which the curse 
of idleness would be done 
away with, the evils of a dole 
abolished, and independence, 
industry, thrift, and self 
respect, be. once more 
established amongst our 
people. The aim of the 
Church is to help the people 
to help themselves, Work is to

“Under the Sunbonnets: Mormon 
Women With Faces’”’ 


Dr. Beecher will focus on some women of the 
Mormon past, and demonstrate their individuality 
and the significance of their separate contribu- 
tions. In the official histories of the Church, the 
Latter-day Saint women have in most cases re- 
mained nameless, listed simply as “. .. and wife” 
after their husband’s names. Not until recently 
have scholarly attempts been made to assess 
their contributions—other than the children they 
bore—to the growing church and society. The 
present lecture will attempt to find some of the 
individuals behind the July 24 celebration stereo- 
type, to look at the face hidden by the sunbon- 
nets. In the cause of building Zion, the real 
Mormon women played roles so diverse as to 
defy stereotyping. What some of these roles ~ 
were, and how individual women played them, 
will demonstrate the widely divergent lifestyles 
of the nineteenth century Latter-day Saint 
women. 

This address originated in a Spring Term 
Forum. At the request of the administration, Dr. 
Beecher is repeating the lecture for the benefit 
of many students and faculty who were not on 
campus in June.

While 1976 is the year of 
the canal in Panama, in the 
U.S. it is an election year and 
certain political realities are 
inevitable. While embassy 
spokesmen agree it is unlikely 
President Ford could present 
a treaty to Congress before 
November because of these 
political realities; they believe 
it is impossible Panama would 
agree to a deliberate slow 
down of negotiation. 
However, they add because of 
the time still needed to reach 
conceptual agreements and

With the help of local 
connections, he was able to 
secure an otherwise 
impossible interview with 
Fabian Velarde, assistant to 
the Chief of Government and 
also with Nander Pitty, 
Ambassador from Panama 
before. the Organization of 
American States.
